1. EMBASSY NOMINATES JOHANN BRIEM, PUBLISHER OF FRJALS VERZLUN 
( BUSINESS WEEKLY CIRC. 6000) AND MARKUS ORN ANTONSSON, CHIEF 
EDITOR AND MEMBER REYKJAVIK CITY COUNCIL FOR THE INTERNATIONAL 
VISITORS PROGRAM FY73. THEY ARE SELECTED AS LEADERS IN 
PUBLISHING, BUSINESS AND URBAN POLITICS. 

2. PLANS HAVE JUST BEEN COMPLETED FOR MR. BRIEM AND MR. ANTONSSON 
TO MAKE TEN AND EIGHT DAY TRIPS RESPECTIVELY TO NEW YORK AND 
WASHINGTON IN CONNECTION WITH PROMOTION OF TRADE AND TRAVEL

MARCH 24. MR. ANTONSSON WILL DEPART NEW YORK FOR ICELAND MARCH 
25 AND MR. BRIEM WILL LEAVE MARCH 27. 

4. SPECIFIC PURPOSE OF TRIP IS FOR MATERIAL IN CONNECTION 
WITH SPECIAL MAGAZINE SUPPLEMENT ON OPPORTUNITIES TO EXPAND 
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TRADE AND TRAVEL WITH US. ICELANDIC KRONUR HAS FOLLOWED DOLLAR 
VALUE MAKING U. S. PRICES INCREASINGLY ATTRACTIVE. SUPPLEMENT 
WILL STRESS ADVANTAGES OF ECONOMIC/ COMMERCIAL RELATIONS WITH US
